New Rules for Clerks. 
CHICAGO. Jan. 23.— Although op­ 
posed by the three railroad mem­ 
bers of the United States Railroad 
Labor Board, provision for time and 
a half pay after nine hours of work 
was retained 
in rules 
governing 
railway clerks issued yesterday by 
the board which also authorized an 
eight-hour day 
within 
a speed of 
twelve hours. 
The new rules will 
become effective February I. 
The railroad members issued a 
dissenting 
opinion 
on 
the 
rule 
adopted by majority vote, declaring 
that punitive overtime within ten 
hours was “unjust, unfair, unrea­ 
sonable and burdened 
the carrier 
with an uneconomical condition.”
